With names declared a week ago yesterday for (he 
upcoming municipal election, a mayoral race between 
two members of the community lias officially been 
declared. 

Mayor Brian Wittal is campaigning for a second term 
and Kick Lavigne, retired army veteran, is stepping up to 
the plate for the first time. 

“I want to continue on with what we’ve been doing," 
said Wittal of his decision to run again. 

Wittal wants to continue with projects started last term 
if re-elected. In particular, looking at future growtli and 
ensuring businesses are coming into the area as well as 
infrastructure and working with the government to get 
funding for the sewer lagoon. 

And running against another candidate isn’t something 
new for Wittal, who said he ran against the former mayor 
in the last election. 

“I think it's good as long as there’s opportunity for 
choice and different people are offering ideas," he said of 
the race. 

And Lavigne is ready to race against Wittal but said be 
bad hoped more people would run. 

“There should be more people taking responsibility and 
bringing their concerns forward. Before I declared myself 
for mayor I asked people why they're not running and I 
didn't get very strong answers so I’m trying to take it on 
myself." 

lavigne and his wife moved to Didsbury five and a half 
years ago, after Lavigne finished 35 years in the army and 
five years as a sergeant on the Calgary police force.

“We’re happy here. We just

jM ■ behind the wheel after they’ve 
been drinking - the latest attempt 
to c urb the scourge of impaired driving that has killed 
hundreds in recent years. 

Like ail other jurisdic tions in Canada, the All>erta 
government should take a long hard ltx>k at what B.C. 
is doing and consider implementing similar changes. 

Under the changes made in B.C. start ing September 
20, drivers caught with blcxxl alcohol levels greater 
than 50 mg per cent automatically lose their licence 
for at least three days; caught twice in five years and 
the suspension is seven days. Further infract ions will 
result in escalating fines, vehicle seizures and other 
penalties. 

It is, of course, already illegal to operate a motor 
vehicle anywhere in Canada with a blcxxl alcohol 
level greater than 80 mg per cent, with first-offence 
fines starting at $1,000 and one year driving suspen¬ 
sion. 

Mothers Against Drunk Driving, an advocacy group 
that offers support services to victims and works to 
heighten awareness of the dangers of impaired driv ¬ 
ing, is applauding the new' rules being put in place in 
B.C. 

“Strong administrative programs and sanctions 
beginning at five percent reduce impaired driving, 
resulting in fewer alcohol-related crashes, fatalities 
and injuries on our roads,” said Andrew Murie, Chief 
Executive Officer of MADD Canada 

“The new sanctions provide an increased level of 
deterrence for impaired drivers. Those who still don't 
get the message should face longer licence suspen¬ 
sions, corresponding vehicle impoundments, heavier 
fines and mandatory rehabilitation programs.” 

News of the changes in B.C. come as Statistics 
Canada reports that while overall crime in Canada 
has declined in recent years, drunk driving offences 
have continued an upward trend for each of the past 
three years. 

Both MADD and the B.C. government say targeting 
drivers with 50 mg per cent blood alcohol levels 
should not unduly impact social drinkers and drink¬ 
ing establishments. They argue, convincingly, that 
any responsible drinker who isn’t sure if he or she is 
go<xl to drive should always err on the side of cau¬ 
tion. 

“We commend the government of British Columbia 
for these important changes. This province now has 
the strongest administrative sanctions for impaired 
driving in the count ry,” says MADD. 

Perhaps the Stelmach government - today lx*ing 
battered over its Superboard health system, its 
tarsands policies and other issues - should consider 
making changes along the lines of those now in place 
in B.C. 

After all, what better way to build up public support 
than to make a real and concerted effort aimed at 
making Albertans safer on the province’s roads and 
highways? In any event, it’s worth a look.

4. Help mothers to initi¬ 
ate breastfeeding within a 
half-hour of birth. 

5. Show mothers how to 
breastfeed, and how to 
maintain lactation even if 
they should be separated 
from their infants. 

6. Give newborn infants 
no food or drink other than 
breast milk unless med¬ 
ically indicated. 

7. Practise rooming in - 
allow mothers and infants 
to remain together 24 
hours a day. 

8. Encourage breastfeed¬ 
ing on demand. 

9. Give no artificial teats 
or pacifiers (also called 
dummies or soothers) to 
breastfeeding infants. 

10. Foster the establish¬ 
ment of breastfeeding sup¬ 
port groups and refer 
mothers to them on dis¬ 
charge from the hospital or 
clinic. 


Despite higher rates of 
breastfeeding, too many 
mothers stop exclusive 
breastfeeding within a few 
weeks after birth for a 
variety of reasons, includ¬ 
ing lack of information 
and support. The World 
Health Organization and 
Canadian Pediatric 

Society recommend exclu¬ 
sive breastfeeding for 
infants’ first six months of 
life and then continued 
breastfeeding with solid 
food for up to two years 
of age. 

Breastfeeding improves 
short- and long-term health 
of both mothers and 
babies. Breastfeeding is 
natural, cheap, environ¬ 
mentally friendly, and 
helps infants receive anti¬ 
bodies in mothers’ milk to 
fight infections.
